Families,of St. Louis in which deaths 
have occurred during the last six weeks, 
have received before the funeral mysterious 
packages Of wreathes from Decatur. ‘ney 
would come CC, O. D., the charges ranging 
from $2 to $3 59. 

These were paid in many instances with- 
out question, on the supposition that the 
package waS from some friend of the 
dead. 

Grocer Gerhard Sudhoff died at his home, 
2627 Gamble street, Jast Friday. A notice 
of tne death was printed in the papers. 
The next day a package came from Deca- 
tur. It Was supposed to contain a wreath 
and was marked C. O. D. 

G. H, Sudhotrf, the déad man’s son, had 
charge of the funeral arrangements. He 
knew of no /samily friend in Decatur, and 
the C. O. D mark aroused his suspicions. 
He refused to receive it and it was re- 
turned to the Adams Express office. 

Young Sudhoff went to the examining of- 
fice and insisted upon examining the parcel. 

It was opened, and a tin wreath valued 
at 25 cents was found. The wrapper said 
its value was $3.00. 

Mr. Sudhoff then made inquiries among 
his friends who had bean bereaved lately, 
and discoveted a number of tin wreaths.

The Senate and House Committees on 
Pian of Revision will report in favor of 
the appointment of committees of seven on 
revision by the President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House. 

‘When this report ie made, Aguinaldo 
Whitecotton is expected to arise in his place 
and start the rebellion. Agonoillo Lee, who 
has broken off negotiations with the Speak- 


er, and the other insurgent chiefs, Hall of | 


Saline, Slate of Maries And Kneisley of 
Carroll, are expected to lead their forces in 
@ combined assav!t on the enemy. 

The plan of the itneurgents is to take the 
appointment of this committee out of the 


shands of the Speaker and have them elect- 
ead by the House. If the insurgents carry 
out their plan as noW contemplated it will 
be a square issue between the combined 
forces of the “‘Fillpinos” in the House and 
the Speaker. Whatever may be the result, 
the battle will be interesting while it lasts. 
The contention of the “Filipinos” ts that 
there is grave doubt whether the law gives 
ee Speaker authority to name this commit- 
ee. 


There is every reason to bel‘eve that the 
most bitter war will be waged upon 
Bpeaker Ward by the combined followers 
of Whitecotton of Monroe, Hall:of Saline, 
and Lee of Carter. These men all deny 
that they intend to oppose the Speaker 
Systematically, but their actions belie their 
words. 

The sarcastic open letter, addressed by 
Russell Kneisley to the Speaker yesterday, 
asking to be appointed Chairman of the

STATE BOARD OF BARBERS. 


Bill to Create a System of Inspection 
of Shops and Licensing of Men. 
Senator Rollins of St. Louis has intro- 
duced a bill in the Missouri Legislature to 
create a State Board of Barber Inspection. 


The bill is backed by the three organiza- 
tions of barbers in St. Louis, and J. J. Far- 
stind and Jesse Turner of St. Louis are in 
Jefferson City to talk for it. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
three inspecters by the Governor irrespec- 
tive of poiitics. The barbers say they don’t 
care a rap about the pelitics of the mem- 
bers :f they know the tonsorial profession. 
The bill limits the Governor, however, by 
providing that he shali appoint men rec- 
ommended by the three barbers’ organiza- 
tions. This board shall meet four times a 
year, and the members. shall receive $3 a 
day while actually in service. 

All barbers now in the business are al- 
lowed 60 days after the bill becomes a law 
in which to apply for licenses. They must 
pay $1 apiece tor the licenses. Atter the 
60 days expire licenses may be had only 
upon a satisfactory examination and the 
payment of $. Apprentices are to serve 
three years and are then to pass an exam- 
ination. 

The sanitary condition of barber shops is 
to be regulated by the board of inspection 
in conjunction with the State Board of 
Helath. 


WARM FOR HENRY NEWMAN. 


Democrats of the First District Present 
Grievance by Resolution. 

Special to the L’ost-Dispatech. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.—Chief 
Clerk Henry A. Newman of the House was 
made a target for the indignation of mem- 


bers this morning. The complaint was that 
he was guilty of gross discrimination in 
distributing the patronage at h:s disposal. 

Judge Hawkins of Marion County, one 
of the oldest members, started the trouble 
by offer.ng the following resolution: 

“Whereus, In the distribution of the 
patronage of his office, the Chief Clerk of 
this Mouse has given no recognition or 
appointment upon his clerical force to any 
member or citizen of the First Congression- 
al District; and, 

“Wnoereas, Said Congressional District 
gave at the last election a majority to the 
Democratic ticket of 3862 and is represented 
on this floor by seven Democratic members 
whose w.shes and requests for the appoint- 
ment from said district have been wilfully 
disregarded and refused by said Chief 
Clerk; and, 

“Whereas, The Committee on (Clerical 
Force apportioned to said Chief Clerk is 
112 assistants, being 30 more than the total 
Democratic strength of th.-s body: there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved by this House, That said Chief 
Clerk be required to reform his force and 
give to eacn Congress:onal District an 
equitable proportion of said force accord- 
ing to its Democratic strength and mem- 
— ste Phere floor.”’ 

e resolution was signed by Hawkins, 
Chinn, Coffey, McKim and "MéRoberte 
Representatives of counties the First 
District. 

Judge Hawkins moved the adoption of 
the resolution. He declared that the patron- 
age of the House was not the personal 
property of the Chief Clerk, but the com- 
mon property of the Democrats. 

‘l do not believe,” he said, ‘‘that the 
Democratw majority will allow this out- 
rage to go unpunished.”’ 

_Hamilton of Daviess, in defense of the 
Chief Clerk, demanded to know how many 
places the First District got on other cler- 
ical forces of the House. Hawkins ad- 
mitted he had secured one place in the other 
service of the House. 

Johnston of Cooper moved that the resolu- 
tion be referred to the Committee on Cler- 
ical Force. 

Clark of Audrian declared it was unfair 
to attack Newman and net condemn the 
heads of other departments. 

Hawkins made a hard fight and handled 
Newman without gloves, but the resolution 
was referred by a vote of /55 to 24. 

The discontent of certain’: members over 
Major Newman's distribution of patronage 
wlll not stop here. 

He is charged with having given 15 places 
to men from his own ¢ounty, Randolph. 
St. Louls city got only four ‘places and 
the members from Jackgon County secured 
the appointment of only two. 

“Of course,’’ said Judge Hawkims, “I had 
no hope of my resolytion being adopted. 
The pap hunters were against me, and the 
Republicans did not + ety < ye in the fight. 
But if I had my way, the House Would 
compel the Chief Clerk to report the names 
of his appointees and the counties they 
come from.” ‘ 

Ellis of Bates offered a resolution in the 
House, commending the volunteer goldiers 
from Missouri who joined the army during 
the war with Spain, which was adopted.

Each Voter to Be Given a Certificate— 
Bills Introduced.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.—Cara- 
well of Jackson County this morning in- 


troduced in the House a Dill providing that 
in registering voters each voter as he reg- 
isters shall iven a certificate of reg- 
istration, a blan form for which is given 
in the bill 

Pope of Gasconade presented a bill pro- 
viding that te | courts shall furnish 
school books to the children of indigent 
parents. 

Woolfolk of Lincoln County—Bill which 
provides for the regulation of fees and 
emoluments of clerks of county and cir- 
cult courts. 

Wight of Randolph—Bill te compel rail- 
roads to so operate their passenger trains 
as to make connections with the trains of 
other roads at intersections. 

Cardwell of Jackson—Bill affecting tele- 
yhone rates in cities of over 100,000 in- 

abitants. It provides a rate of business 
telephones within a radius of three miles 
from the central station of $6-and $24 for 
residence ‘phones within the same radius. 
Business ‘phones at a greater distance than 
three miles from central are to cost not 
more than $8 and residence ‘phones out- 
side the three-mile radius shall cost not 
more than It aleo provides that the 
central station shall be located not more 
than one mile from the stoffice. 

Hawthorne of Jackson—Bill to give juries 
in first degree murder case the option of 
imposing the death penalty or the penalty 
of life imprisoninent. 

Prather of Atchison—Bill to reguiate 
stockyards and the fees thereof. It fixes 
yardage rates aa follows: Cattle, 15 cents 
a head; calves, 8 cents; hogs, 6 cents, and 
sheep, 6 cents. 

Kiskaddon of Franklin-—Bill which strikes 
a blow at nepotism in the employment of 
school teachers. It prohibits the employ- 
ment of teachers who are related by blood 
or marriage to any school director of the 
diatrict and imposes a fine of from $23 to 
$100 for each offense.

Ziegenhein Will Be Asked to Explain

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.—It is 
now certain that the St. Louis Lexow (Ccm- 
mittee will not eave Jefferson City before 
next Wednesday night. The members. of 
course, Wish to participate in the re-elec- 
tion of Senator F. M. Cockrell, next Tues- 
day evening. 

The next day, Wednesday, has been set 
aside by the Senate for memorial services 
in honor of the late Senator Wells of Platte 
County. Senator Hohenschild will deliver 
an oration on that occasion, and others who 
are members of the committee wiil wish to 
pay tribute to their late colleague. 

Wednesday evening, therefore, is the ear- 
liest time when the committee can start 
for St. Louis. It will probable spend Thurs- 
day getting ready for the investigation. 
It is probable that a room will not be se- 
lected untii after the committee’s arrival in 
St. Louis. 

The Democrats on the committee are in- 
clined to be amused at the Repubiican 
claim, which proceeds from certain quar- 
ters in St. Lou:s, that the investigation can- 
not be fair/because the Republicans are in 
the minority. They ask whether the Re- 
publicans admit the application of the same 
rule to President McKinley's War In- 
vestigation Committee, in which the Re- 
publicans are largely in the majority. 

“A bi-partisan committee,’ said a mem- 
ber of the Major Committee, ‘‘would be in- 
effective from the start, because there 
would be a tie-vote on the first question 
invo.ving a partisan question, and unlese 
impossible event— 
It would be 


one side submitted—an 
the investigation would stop. 
a farce.’’ 

The Republican Senators, with the ex- 
ception of Rdllins. are not in sympathy 
with the bi-partisan jdea. They all voted 
against the Rollins bi-partisan resolution, 
and Senator Schweickhardt spoke against it. 
Even Senator Rollins has intimated to his 
friends that he introduced the resolution 
oniy to eatisfy clamorous constituents. 
Aydelott’s resolution in the House was in- 
troduced with much the same purpose, to 
give Republicans a-chance to go on record 
against a purely Democratic measure. 

Most of the Republicans take the view 
that this is a Democratic Legislature, and 
therefore the Democrats are entitled to 
control in all matters pertaining to the ses- 
sion. 

The members of the committee are un- 
animous for open sessions. They say they 
cannot allow the whole public to be present 
but they can admit the press, and they 
express an earnest hope that the newspa- 
pers will publish as much of the testimony 
verbatim as possible. It is the opinion 
of several of the members, also, that the 
committee should make partial reports to 
the Senate, as the investigation proceeds. 
That ts, the plan suggested contemplates 
making a report to the Senate of the evi- 
dence regarding each department as it Is 
completed. 

Members of the committee are inclined to 
demand of the Police Commissioners a 
written guarantee that no officer under 
them shall suffer as a consequence of his 
testimony. 

“About the first thing we will do,”’ said 
a member, “will be to cal] the commis- 
sioners before us and ask them fo give 
us such a guarantee in writing. I know 
that is in line with the .Governor's wishes, 
and it will give the officers who have in- 
formation thre nerve to speak out.” 

It Is probabl~ that Mr. Filley may be of 
value to the committee. He will not, of 
course, appear before the committee, but 
it Is understood that he is in possession 
of information which will be valuable as 
tips to the investigators. The Governor 
also has a Mass of evidence of various 
kinds which he will turn over to the com- 
mittee before it leaves Jefferson City. 

The Collector's office will probably be the

MAY TRY TORRENS SYSTEM. 


Representative Mann Proposes New 
Law to Govern Real Estate. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFF BRSON CITY. Mo., Jan. 12.—Repre- 
sentative Mann of Kansas City to-day in- 
troduced a bill to make the Torrens 6ystem 
govern real estate transactions in this 
State. The bill comes here with the in- 
dorsement of the Commercial Club of Kan- 
sas City and other similar organizations. 

The first section of the bill abolishes e¢6- 
tates of dower and courtesy and provides 
that a husband may sell, convey, mortgage 
or encumber his real estate, except the 
homestead. without the consent of his wife. 
The wife is given the same exclusive con- 
trol of ner real property, and the covenants 
of a married woman contajned in her deed 
affecting real oe shall be binding upon 

x and her heirs. 

Pan ball makes recorders of deeds regis- 
trars of title, ex-officio, in all counties. They 
are required to give bonds in addition to 
their bonds as recorders of deeds. No regie- 
trar may practice law or belong to a firm 
of lawyers. He Is required to appoint two or 
more lawyers as examiners of titles. 

The owner of an estate or interest in land, 
whether legal or equitable, may have his 
propert: registered by following a process 
minutely outlined in the bill. No mortgage, 
deed of trust. lien, charge or Jjesser thana 
fee simple ehall be registered unless the 
fee simple has first been registered, but it 
ic not an obligation to bringing land under 
the proyisions of this act that it Is so 
enoumbéred and subject to lesser estate. 
Title derived through tax sale can not be 
registered until it has been shown that the 
claimant has been in undisputed possession 
ten years and hag. paid all the taxes for 
seven consecutive years of that time. 

Applications for registration must be made 
in writing and the applicant must state 
whether he \s single. married or divorced, 
and must give the name of his wife. 

Applications may be made to the Circuit 
Court. which will then proceed to aecertain 
all the interests involved and determine 
just what they are. The examiners of title 
are to ascertain these facts for the court. 

When the court has entered its decree no 

erson, not in possession, May assert any 
right in or Hen or demand upon the same, 
or make entry thereon adversely to the title 
or interest as found, except within two 
years thereafter. 

When property is teansferred, there is an 
alaborate provision for regietration of the 
transfer. '

MANSFIELD, Mo., Jan. 12.~Traftnrobber 
Kennedy stands nearer the shadow of the 
gallows to-day thin he ever did before in 
all the many crimes he has been accused 
of. He has been fully identified as the 


leader of the Macomb hold up, and convic- 
tion under the Missouri law means death. 

The mysterious ‘Jennings’ is a mystery 
no longer. He ‘s Bill Ryan, one of the old 
James Gang. 

Ryan was in the Glendale robbery, and he 
still carries scars and wounds received at 
that time. He was arrested for h!s part in 
that robbery, convicted and sentenced to 
2 years in State's prison. He was pardoned 
in 1882, and hae since that time been in 
Texas and the Indian Terr-tory. 

This community is stirred to its founda- 
tion over the capture of the bandits and 
the preliminary trial of Ryan, which {1s in 
progress in Justice Kittrell’s stuffy, little 
court room over the postoffice. The whole 
country side was in town early this morn- 
ing. Before the fog had lifted horses 
splashed with mud and streaming with the 
heat of hard rides were hitched about the 
streets and farmers crowdeod the stores 
and street corners to talk about the big 
sensation. Justice Kittrell never dreamed 
when he was elected squire that he would 
ever be called upon to try a case involving 
the life or liberty of men. He is astonished:

H. H. Ball, prosecuting attorney, 
seated himself very near the ’Squire. The 
house was full and the audience ready for 
the show to begin.

@ONVINCED THAT THE MALAYS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Post-Dis- 
‘patch correspondent is authorized to 6ay 
‘that the Administration has no thought of 
giving up the Philippines. Senator Fora- 
ker’s speech yesterday was without au- 
thority, and the President does not feel 
himself bound by it. ' 

The President is in favor of extending 
to the inhabitants of the islands a meas- 
‘ure of home rule, but he is set in. the 
conviction that the United States must 
forever retain: the islands as a part of the 
territory of the United States. 

Senator Foraker was forced by the heat 
and excitement of debate to make a mis- 
iJeading and unauthorized statement. He 
told. hia fellow-Senators. that the purpose 
of the Administration is not to retain per- 
manent sovereignty over the Philippines, 
but to maintain megely.temporary juris- 
‘diction until the Filipinos shall have had 
jan opportunity of erecting.a stable gov- 
‘ernment of their own. He also said the 
'President is in favor of givin Mi- 
pinos an independent form of.government,. 

“Both of these statements are inconeist- 
ent with the President’s policy, Senator 
‘Foraker would not have made them in a 
cool calm and wunimpassioned  speech,”’ 
said a Cabinet Minister to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. He said further that 
Senator Foraker was without warrant for 
making any euch etatements, and he 
seemed much surprised that he had given 
voice to them, 

After Senator Foraker concluded several 
Senators pressed about him and asked for 
further information about the President’s 
policy. This was sarcasm, as Foraker has 
been for many years and still is at odds 
With the’ President. His attempt to out- 
pine the Administration’s policy with re- 
‘Bpect to the Philippines would not have 
been considered except in jest had it not 
deen for the fact that it is likely to prove 
Misleading to the people who do not know 
‘of the relations between the President and 
the Qhio Senator.

Senator Lodge remarked: “For my part

Senator Allen of Nebraska favors the es-

“TI suggest that we must assist them in 
‘establishing a form of.government some- 
thing in line with the present government 
of Samoa, although I would not advocate 
setting up a King.” 

Genator Teller of Colorado, who favors 
expansion and will vote for the ratification 
of the treaty, says he favors the estab- 
lishment of an independent form of gov- 
ernment in the Philippines. He would have 
the United States exercise supreme control 
over the islands until the natives demon- 
strate their abflity to maintain an indepen- 
dent republic and then the United States 
should exercise a sort of protectorate over 
the islands. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama says he 
would favor the establishment of a civii 
or military form of government in the Phil- 
ippines, under the control of the United 

tates until the natives have demonstrated 
théir ability to govern themselves. At 
present we have no assurance that they are 
capable of self-government and until that 

uestion is fully determined the United 
dtates is in duty bound and is expected by 
the nations of the earth to exercise a vir- 
tual protectorate over the islands, 


PROTECTORATE IN PHILIPPINES 


Prof. MaGill Said to Have Voiced 
President McKinley. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.~Ex-President 
E. H. MaGill of Swarthmore College, de- 
livered an address on the Philippines be- 
fore a Friend's Association Monday even- 

ing. 

“Before preparing this address,” said 
Prof. MaGill, ‘I deemed it prudent to seek 
a personal and private interview with 
President McKinley. He granted me this 
the day before New Year’s, and during a 


conversation of nearly half an-hour he sent 
for a paper, which he had dispatched, but 
had not yet made public, as instructions 
for Admiral Dewey and Gen. Otis at Ma- 
nila, and from this read me the essential 
passages. 

“This interview left on my mind the de- 
cided impression that the treatment of the 
Philippines is to be on the line of preserv- 
ing gga among the imperfectly civilized 
peoples and preventing the incursions of 
other nations who might be inclined to re- 
subject them to the servitude from which 
we have delivered them.’’ 

President McGill's address was referred 
before delivery to President McKinley, who 
slightly amended and approved it. Solicitor 
General Richards wrote to Mr. McGill in 
the President’s behalf that Mr. McKinley 
found nothing in it that ought to be elimi- 
nated. Prof. McGill discussed various pos- 
sible courses as to the Philippines and said: 

“Would it not be better for the United 
State to continue its protectorate over 
these people, avoiding by all means, treat- 
ng them as a conquered nation, but rather 
regarding them as friends and allies and 
securing their co-operation in establishing 
a system of self-government? Our pro- 
tectorate must be of such a nature to pre- 
vent the other nations from interfering 
with this interesting experiment in train- 
ing other peoples. 

“By pursuing this course, too, we should 
avoid the charge of national expansion, 
which threatens thus early to become a 
watchward with the next Presidential cam- 
paign. This would be unfortunate, for as 
soon as any form of words becomes a party 
cry in a political campaign all hopes of 
reasoning on the subject vanish. 

“Why may not the course proposed for 
the ‘Philippines be as practicable for them 
as for Cuba, where we are bound to apply 
it, even SO much nearer home, or break our 
most solemn pledges? 

“We should make no promises as to the 
duration of the rotectorate which we 
would establish and maintain over these in- 
cipient nations, but leave it to time and 
evolution of the peoples concerned.”

-A Quarter of a-century ago or there- 
abouts, at the time when Great Britain 
by mght of we gt and not for any other 
reason occupied Egypt and took the Su}- 
.an’s khedive under ius tutelage, one of its 
first acts Was to reorganize the Egypt.an 
army. British officers wére sent to Egypt 
and placed at the head of the native troops. 
Chese officers drilled the troops, taught 
them the manual of arms ana graduaily 
-NSt.led in them that same esprit de corpe 
and enthug.asm which makes the. Briti:h 
Army itself such a compact and formidabie 

y. Tae native troops were allowed to 
retain their colors, their flags and ins_gnia 
and all the paraphernalia of war distinc- 
tively the attribute of an unconquered peo- 
Die. British statesmen went further. They 
even allowed the same military titles to re- 
main. It was a tactful thing to do. Britain 
lost no‘hing thereby, and the Egyptian 
Watr.ora retained all that was sentimental- 
ly sacred to them. 

Thus, therefore, the very ancient words 
Sirdar, bimbashi, jJougoul, etc., remained in 
the army. The Sirdar of the Egyptian 
army is the General-in-Chief. The bimbashi 
is @ major; the jougoul a Captain. Sirdar, 
literally, it means officer, is as old an ex- 
pression almost as the country of the Pha- 
raohs itself. In Arabic the word means 

head man.’ There needs be little stretch 
of the imagination to see how the term 
Came to be given to the commandant of 
the Egyptian forces. 

Sir Herbert Kitchener is the second sir- 
dar of Egypt, the first to bear that name 
being Mejor-General Sir Francis Wallace 
Grenfell. Sir Herbert Kitchener became 
Sirdar in 1897. It is not a generally known 
fact that he wa: a fellow student of the 
‘ate Prince Imperial at Woolwich Military 
Academy. Born in 1857, he was, so to say, 
brought up in a barracks.

Horatio Kitchener, was a soldier, and the 
future hero of Omdurman dreamed of sol- 
diering in earliest boyhood. County Kerry, 
Ireland, was his birthplace. and on the 
dowrs near Cratta House, his home when 
a lad, a fine old mansion on the road to 
Tralee, the battle of Omdurman was really 
fought.

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DIRECTOR BROWN’S CHARGES. 


Schcol Director Brown charges that many of the public 
school teachers are incompetent, but are retained because the 
Superintendent is too amiable to discharge them. 

It appears that, under the charter, the Board has the 
power of removal of teachers, upon a two-thirds vote. If this 
is so, the onus for the retention of incompetents must rest on 
the Board as a whole, as well as on the Superintendent. 

In che interest of the city, Director Brown's charges de- 
mand a thorough investigation. 

If incompetent teachers are retained after their incompe- 
tence has been shown, the children are wronged, the tax- 
payers are wronged, and the future of the city is injured by 
the deterioration of the standard of education. 

Public school teachers should be put on the same footing 
as empicoyes in a well conducted business concern. j Private 
employers do not retain incompetent employes. Certainly the 
public, as an employer, cannot afford to do so.

This selvedge or skin 
Should never be cut; it should receive treat- 
ment after washing the hands while it is 
softened from the water, and only requires 
to be gently pressed back in a neatly 
rounded circle: this method will give the 
base of the nails their natural outlinegand 
prevents the formation of agnails, “nail 
springs, cracks, etc., about their roots. It

is the gravest mistake to permit a mani- 
cure ever to touch the eelvedge with cuticle 
knife or seuisors. Fashion in finger nails 
(one day pr urncing in favor. of sharp, 
pointed claws, and another in round or oval 
CUFV@S) is an absurd attempt at the impos- 
sible’ You may not change the shape of 
your finger tips though many people belfeve 
they can by a,new form of cutting them. 

If your fingers are pointed at the tips, 
as seen in the conic and psychic hand: 
the nails should be cut to correspond, but 
it is folly to cut them in a point so that 
the tip protrudes over the round, fat en. 
of a commonplace finger and the fleshv 
part of the finger tip protrude at the sides 
of the nail; it is worse than foolish; it is 
vulgar. 

The nails, both for beauty and use. 
should exactly correspond with the tips 
of the fingers. To remove ordinary stains 
and discolorations of the nails, a little ox- 
alic acid diluted. or even a little lemon 
juice is almost always efficacious. Oxali-c 
acid should be used with caution, as it 


will render the nail opaque and is inju- 


is a brutality and makes them weak and 
distorted. 

In Europe the manicures never touch 
the nail with either of the steel instru- 
ments known in this country as the cuti- 
cle knife and cleaner. An orange-wood 
stick, pointed at the end, replaces | 
cleaner, and there is no such instrumen 
known as the American cuticle knife, 9 
tool which is accountable for many nail 
blemishes, agnaiis and general discomfort. 
It consumes much more time, of course 
to treat the nails where the fingers of 
the operator carefully do the work, which 
in this country is usually accomplished by 
a double-quick motion of a sharp knife 
the result is, however, far more satisfac- 
tory, at least to the patient. 

It is not generally understood by_ the 
laity that the shape and appearance of the 
finger nails is carefully considered, and 
form an important factor in the diagnosis 
of disease. It is said that Cheiro, the 
greatest student of the hands of this cen- 
tury at least, can go into a hospital and 
correctly tell the ailment of every patient 
by merely é¢xamining his hands. 

It is interesting in a general way to know 
that long nails indicate physical weakness, 
tendency to lung trouble, and that this ten- 
dency is aggravated where the nails are 
corrugated and yet more aggravated if they 
curve from the top back to, the finger and 
across. 

Where the nails are long and bluish they 
indicate bad circulation. This same type

Everybody who knows anything about 
thouroghbreds is familiar with the name 
of Logan, Alex Shields’ great horse, that 
won his one hundred and second race at 
Fort Erie a year ago. Logan is known 4s 
the ‘“‘Iron Horse,’’ and he justly deserves 
the title, being the only horse living that 
ever won 100 races. before being retired. 
The following story tells of Logan’s great- 
est winning: 

“It was in the winter of '% and ‘9 when 
Logan was sent from New Orleans to San 
Francisco by his owner. Logan arrived in 
Sacramento early in January on a Friday 
afternoon, and after being taken off lie 
cars worked a mile very satisfactorily. He 
was entered in a handicap to be run on the 
Monday following, and was to carry 119 
pounds, against the 102 pounds allotted to 
the good horse Vintnor, who had just 
negotiated a mile in 1:41. Charles Ballard, 
who is now in Boston, was engaged to ride 
Logan. It was Pallard’s first appearance 
as a jockey in 'Frisco. There were doubts 
as to his ability to compete’ with Jerry 
Chorn,who was engaged to ride Vintnor, 
as Chorn was at that time the crack rider 
of San Francisco. 

“There were just three people in the 
coup,”’ said Ballard, in relating the story, 
“Jimmy ‘McCormick, ‘Alex Shields and 
Green B. Morris. When Logan arrived from 
Sacramento after his ride and workout, 
Shields was chided for his cruelty in enter- 
ing Logan in a brulsing race with a crush- 
ing impost after a long journey. I rode 
him and I had to use the whip and drive 
my spurs into him in order to make the old 
fellow win by a‘head. The race was run in 
1:40%, and my. impression is that about $75,- 
000 was cleared up as the result of his vic- 
tory. Logan was nearly always as good as 
2 to 1, for very little money was placed on 
the ’Frisco track, most of it being wagered 
in the poolrooms throughout the country. 
You talk about Boney Boy being an ‘iron 
horse,’ and about Blitzen having been an 
‘iron horse,’ but there was only one real 
‘iron horse’ that could go on and get the 
money at any old time, carrying any weight 
at any distance, and that was Logan.’’

The Championships Won by Its Mem- 
bers Last Year Never Surpassed. 
The New York Athletic Club, the premier 
athletic organization of America, is out 
with its annual report. 


It shows among other thing that the an- 
nual spring and fall games held at Travers 
Island attained the high standard set in 
previous years. 

The dual meet between the Chicago Ath- 
letic Association and the New York Club, 
inaugurated in 1897, was held at Chicago in 
June, and another victory was scored by 
the New York Club's representatives.

Within ten 
years he had worked his way to the very 
front rank at the Indiana bar, and now 
he has as large an income from his prac- 
tice as any lawyer in the State. He took 
an active part in politics, but steadily re- 
fused nomination after nomination to high 
State offices until this Senatorial opportu- 
nity offered. He won in spite of the fact 
that his colleague-to-be, Mr. Fairbanks, is 
also from Indianapolis. In Indiana, as in 
almost all the States, the tradition is never 
to take the two Senators from the same 
part of the State.

WIDOW OF A MILLIONAIRE. 


Mrs. William B. Daniels Trying to 


Prove Fraud in the Divorce. 

The transcript of the record in the case 
of Lilyon B. Daniels against William C. 
Daniels and others wae filed in the United 
States Court of Appeais Wednesday. 


The case comes from Colorado and in- 
volves the $2,000,000 estate of William B. 
Daniels, a Denver merchant, who died in 
1890. The plaintiff was Daniels’ divorced 
wife and she ie now trying to break his 
will.. She alleges that, in 1886,. Daniels ob- 
tained a divorce from her by fraud and 
deceit.

Before the ease could 
be heard Daniels died. By his will she 
was entirely excluded from sharing in his 
property. 

Before Mrs. Daniels can establish a right 
to have the will-declared invalid, she will 
be compelled to show that the divorce was 
wrongfully obtained. The case will be heard 
at St. Paul in May.

Father Sherman left San Juan Oct. 19 and 
visited Arecibo, Utado and Lares, and from 
thence south to Adjuntas, alone and un- 
armed and without witnessing any disor- 


Ger. Subsequently he visited Coamo, Al- 
bonito, Cayey, .Caguas, Aguas, Buenas, 
Juncos and Hugmacao. All of these towns 
he found in perfect peace and full of the 
sense of security. Late in December Father 
Sherman saya,he visited the towns of Vie- 
ques, Fajardo and Carolina with the same 
result, 

Ag far as his observation went, Father 
Sherman suys that he found the people of 
Porto Rico gentle, docile and kindly, and 
that the Spaniards living there rejoice with 
their Porto Rico friends in the change in 
ety: The disorderly element is a 
very small faction in the teeming popula- 
tion of the island. There ie some timidity 
expressed on the part of the property hold- 
ers,cbut this is largely due to the paternal 
system to wh.ch they have become accus- 
tomed. He says that a liberal public out- 
lay on the roads will immensely add to 
the commerce and eecurity of the island. 

Father Sherman says it is common talk 
that the disorders of the past few months 
have been caused by bands composed part- 
ly of prseners released by the Spaniards 
and of Spanish soldiers discharged and re- 
'maining on the island. Having, he says, 
‘ridden about the island alone, and, as a 
‘rule, unarmed, for the past three months, 
‘having visited) many priests and alcaldes 
and prominent tnerchants, he strongly 
impressed by the fact that profound respect 
is felt for American authority and the ut- 
most confidence in the courage of all our 
“men, 

' “At the same time we cannot too strenc- 
ly emphasize the needsg of an tsland ut 
once tropical and mountainous, where the 
bandit finds myriad nooks for hiding and 
easy sustenance, even on the mountain top; 
where passions are easily heated and an 
overcrowded population leaves large num- 
bers out of employment. An island whose 
needs can only be met by the strong hand 
of the military arm, aided and abetted by a 
system of civil police and rural guard, com- 
posed, where possible, of some of the best 
class of Porto Ricans, and in holding all 
civil authorities, beginning with the com- 
missarfes of the Barrios, personally re- 
eponsible for the good order of their dis- 
tricte. All commanders, even of the 
@maller detachments, should be well ac- 
Quainted with all this, and should help te 
\emphasize the responsibility of the com- 
|m ssaries. 
: “This being done, it would seem that 
Porto Rico can be easily governed, and will 
prove to be in many senses a veritable 
aradise.

WHY ERWIN KILLED RANDLE. 


Facts Come Out at Last in the Noted 
Case of Murder in 
Dallas. 


DALLAS, Tex., Jan. 12.—Testimony giv- 
en yesterday in the Erwin habeas corpus 
case presented the first public statement 
of the alleged reason for the killing of 
Col. I. G. Randle by H. P. Erwin in this 
city on Dec. 19 last. 

Thomas Turney of Forney, Tex., testi- 
fied that he came to Dallas on Dec. 38 
with Erwin, ‘at \the request of the latter, 
who stated that his business in Dallas was 


to collect a balance of $360 due him from 
Randle for burning the Eakins homestead 
on South Harwood street, in Dallas, the 
full price for the job being $500, of which 
sum Randle had paid him only $14. Tur- 
ney swore that he went to Randle for 
Erwin and demanded the payment of the 

Randle became enraged, Turney sai, 
denied the truth of the alleged transaction 
with Erwin. and denounced the affair as a 
scheme of blackmail. 

When he reported the result of the In- 
terview to Erwin, the latter became an- 
gry. declared he had not authorized Tur- 
ney to see Randle for him, and assaulted 
Turney with his fists. 

Turney also testified that he was once iIn- 
dicted in Southern Texas for killing a ne- 
gro and that Randle had befriended him 


in that trouble. 

Sheriff Cabell testified that several 
months previous to the killing, Erwin 
called on him and stated that he wished 
to have Randle prosecuted for arson; that 
he had burned a house for Randle and 
the latter had not treated him right. 
Sheriff Cabell told Erwm to get his charges 
supported by reliable testimony and take 
the matter before the County Attorney; 
that as he (Erwin) was an ex-convict. his 
unsupported testimony would be worthless. 

Erwin agreed to do, this, but Sheriff Ca- 
bell heard no more om him. 

J. M. Skelton, Justice of the Peace, tes- 
tifled that on the day of the killing Er- 
win called at his office and wanted to 
prefer charges of arson against Randle. 

Randle was one of the wealthiest men 
of Dallas and became notorious through- 
out Texas. The Eakins homestead was one 
of the costliest in Dallas. Randle got pos- 
session of the property several years ago, 
The house was burned in 1896 and Randle 
collected $14,000 insurance. 


WANT A LOAN OF $40,000,000. 


Gen. Jose Gomez Is Needed to Pay Cu- 
ban Troops and Resume Im- 
provements, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Referring to the 
report that the Cuban Commissioners in 
Washington have been advised by the Uni- 
ted States authorities that an appropriation 
may be used to pay the Cuban soldiers now 
in arms and have the army disbanded, Gen. 

Jose Gomez, one of the members, says: 

“To remunerate the brave soldiers of our 
army, and to begin the work of making 
many pubiic improvements $40,000,000 would 
not be more than sufficient, 

There would be ar no risk un- 
dertaken by the American Government in 
advancing such a loan to the Cuban people. 
The American Government has absolute 
control of the customs of all the ports of 
Cuba, and will continue to exercise the 
right of collecting them, so long as it may 
deem proper. There is no way for Cuba 
to obtain a loan from private Individuals, 
by the sale of bonds or otherwise, go long 
as the American Government imposes and 
collects all the revenues of the island.” 

Gen, Gomez stated that he had been ad- 
vised that @ syndicate of Spaniards had 
been organized and is now contemplating 
making the American authorities on the 
island the offer of a large sum of money in 

ayment for a license to continue running 
otteries. The grounds upon which this 
license is asked is that the Cuban people 
are deeply interested and approve of such 
business. On the other hand, Gen. Gomez 
declares that the lottery schemes have 
robbed the Cubans, especially many of the

ENTERPRISE, Miss., Jan. 12.—Thrasher 

Mead, the burglar who blew up the Post- 

office at Enterprise with dynamite Mon- 

day night, one of the most notorious and 


desperate criminals in the country, was ar- 
rested in Mobile and brought back to En- 
terprise yesterday, but not until after a 
desperate fight with the officers, A large 
quantity of postage etamps, blank money 
orders and $1138 in cash, stolen from the 
safe, were recovered. 

Thrasher Mead has a criminal record that 
is hardly second to that of the notorious 
Rube Burrows. For nearly ten years he 
has infested the railroads of Mississippi 
and Alabama, and is known to have been 
intimately connectcd with a band of negro 
robbers in Chicago. Mead broke into the 
Postoftice at Ackerman, Migs., in the latter 
part of 1896, and was arrested and taken 
to the jail at Aberdeen. He sawed his way 
out in December, 1896, and was next heard 
of in Chicago. In 1897 he was arrested at 
Jacksonville, Fla., and taken to Kosctusko. 
Miss. While there he formed a conspiracy 
with trusties, who were allowed outside 
of the cage, and they overpowered and 
choked Sheriff McMillan, and escaped with 
six others. Mead.is known to have been 
implicated in five train robberies, and the 
Southern Express Co. has proof™ that he 
blew open safes in their offices at Aberdeen 
and Durant, Miss., during the past year.

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PLAYING A WAITING GAME. 


Tho President Hopes Otis May Concil- 
iate Aguinaldo. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Though seeking 
to convey the impression that there is no 
danger of serious friction in the Philip- 
pines, Administration officials can not dis- 
guise their dread in the approaching crisis. 
The President’s one hope is that the con- 
servative insurgents may be persuaded to 
accept American control and influence the 
more rabid rebels. \ 

The greatest danger is at MA nila. Should 
Aguinaldo concentrate his forces to resist 
United States sovereignty there will be a 
conflict. Gen. Otis’s dispatches have re- 
lated more to the situation at Manila than 
at lloilo, although the latter place ostensi- 
bly has been the seat of trouble. This 
confirms the belief that the President is 
more anxious about Aguinaldo than Iloilo. 

Gen. Ot!s is seeking to conciliate Aguin- 
aldo. He hag notified the War Depart- 
ment of the conference at Manila, and his 
“comforting news’’ of yesterday related to 
it. 

Administration officials fear a clash with 
the rebels might show that the American 
position in the Far East is untenable. 

As a display of force at Iloilo might in- 
cite the natives throughout the islands, 
the orders to Gen. Miller have been modi- 
fied by the President, so as to continue the 
“waiting game.’ 


WHAT IS GERMANY DOING?

The Germans say they want only a coal- 
ing station, either from Aguinaldo, or else 
by Aguinaldo making peace with the 
Americans and insisting on Germany hav- 
ing one, but they desire to secure a pro- 
tectorate at least. The feeling in the Ger- 
man colony in Hong Kong Is very bitter 
against the Americans.

ARMIES MEET IN ARABIA

Representatives of Canadian and 
American Interests Meet. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Representatives 
of the American and Canadian lumber in- 
terests met in conference here to-day.

A. Smith and B. F. Nelson of Minneapolis,

The 
Canadians were represented by William C.

Eagan, A. Lumsden. O. D. Spain, Charles 
E. Reed, Eugene Lafleur and O. Gobiel, all 
of Ottawa, and George M. Clinky of Mon- 
treal. 

There was also present United States 
High Joint Commissioner John A. Kasson, 
Congressmen Stewart, Broussard and 
Tawney. and Mr. Charlton, a member of 
the Canadian High Joint Commission. Mr. 
Charlton, the first speaker, was followed by 
Representative Tawney and he by Mr. Ed- 
wards. 

Lumber, it is said, has been the rock on 
which the United States and Canadian 
joint commissioners have split in every ef- 
fort at agreement on a reciprocity treaty. 
The Canadians have been willing to make 
any reasonable concession without impor- 
tant reciprocal advantages on lumber, Free 
admission to Canada of American forest 
products and free export of saw logs and 
Pulp wood are the concessions the Cana- 
dians offer. Pulp wood is now exported 
free from Canada, but an export duty has 
been threatened in retallation for the $2 
duty on white pine. 

The Provincial Parliament of Ontario al- 
imposed a retaliatory export 
duty on sawlogs. In exchange for the pro- 
posed concession, the Canadians, at this 
morning’s session, put in a strong plea for 
free lumber. The Americans, however, pro- 
duced data tending to show that the manu- 
facture of lumber in Canada is much 
cheaper than in the United States, and that 
their proximity to the New England mar- 
ket, and the important concessions granted 
them by Canadian roads, places the North- 
western and Southeastern product of the 
United States at a very great disadvant- 
age, and consequently their demand is 
wholly untenable. It seems probable, how- 
ever, that the American lumbermen, ratlier 
than that the pending treaty between the 
two countries should completely fail, will 
consent to a concession of 20 per cent from 
the present $2 rate, which would make the 
rate $1.80 a thousand feet, but under no 
circumstances, it is said, would they con- 
sent to any. further reduction.

NO WORK TiLL NEXT WEEK. 


Fight for a Constitutional Convention, 
However, Has Been Begun 
in Both Houses. 


SPRINGFIELD, I), Jan. 12.—No business 
of importance will be transacted by the 
Legislature this week. The committees will 
not be announced before Tuesday. 

The fight for a constitutional convention 
has begun. Senator Case and Represetative 
Newcomer introduced a resolution, provid- 
ing for the submission to the people, at 
the general election in 1900, of the question 
of calling such a convention. 

The House Committee on Rules has pre- 
pared rules for the government of the 
House during the present session. No ma- 
terial change wae made in the rules of 
the last House. The list of committees was 
abridged by eliminating the committees on 
Senatorial and judicial apportionment. Tre 
ereation of a special committee on street 
Trailways was discuseed, but it was decided 
to leave the matter to be settled by a 
Tesolution of the House.’ It is proposed to 
keep expenses down to the minimtim point 
this session. 

Upon Gov. Tanner's 
Sherman of the House and president 
tem. Warder of the Senate and Senators 
Berry, Busse and Campbell yesterday con- 
ferred at length with the Governor and 
Secretary of State Rose. The Governor 
stated that it was the desire of the admin- 
istration that the expenses of the General 
Assembly be curtailed as much as possible 
this year.

Denver Will Introduce the New Idea of 
Trading in Cattle by 
Sample.

DENVER. Colo., Jan. 12.—Great interest 
is being manifested throughout the West 
over the coming meeting of the stockmen 
here during the week of Jan. 23: Besides 
the Nat'onal Live Stock Convention a range 
cattle exhibition is to be held at the stock 
yards, the first exhibition of the kind ever 
held in the country. Already there have 
been over thirty cars of cattle entered, and 
the indications are that there will be about 
sixty carloads of calves, yearlings and 2- 
year-old steers. These cattle are range 
bred and have rever tasted any feed but 
grass and hay. In addition to the cattle 
for exhibition it is expected that there will 
be a large number of stockers and feeders 
here for sale and arrangements have been 
made for an exhibition of thoroughbred bulls 
also. A large number of cattle feeders and 
range:nen are expected to be present and 
a new feature in the cattle business will 
be cattle trading by sample. Most of the 
cattle on exhibition will be samples of big 
herds on the range and the owners will 
try to contract their cattle by showing the 
sample lots. The cattle for exhibition are 
coming from ‘all the Western cattle States 
included in the Rocky Mountain country. 

It is expected that there will be a strug- 
gle in the National Convention for the 
location of the meeting next year. Among 
the cities that will be in the field for 
the location are Chicago, St. Paul, Omaha, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, San Antonio, Fort 
Worth and Salt Lake City. 

Denver has had the meeting for 
years and will not be a candidate 
year, 

A large attendance of stockmen and 
railroad men are expected from all parts of 
the country and especially from the West- 
ern range country. Many of the stock- 
men are coming here as much for the 
purfiose of trading as for the pleasure 
of attending the convention and the cat- 
tle trade for the season of 1899 will be 
opened at that time. There is much in- 
terest to know how Southern cattle wi! 
sell, as there will be a big demand from 
the Northwest this year and at the ~res- 
eni time there is a difference.of nearly 
$5 per head between what the buyers want 
10 pay and what the Southern breeders de- 
mand.
